Of all the "Western powers which 


•perforce are telaxtng the ties that 
held their pra-war empires togeth- 
er, France just now Is finding the 
process most painful. In the bloody 
fighting that surges over broad 
areas of Indo-Chlna she is reaping 
the harvest of six decades of not 
very enlightening or generous co- 
lonial rule and nearly six years of 
tragic eclipse after Hitler's 1940 
triumph in the west.
